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I  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Teignmouth  Port  Health  Authority  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1972. 

This  year  has  once  again  been  busy  at  the  Port  and  the  total  number  of  ships 
that  have  been  dealt  with  is  585  as  opposed  to  557  in  the  previous  year. 

The  total  tonnage  has  also  risen  from  147,226  to  159,361. 

I  have,  in  my  previous  three  reports,  commented  on  the  lack  of  suitable 
safeguards  in  respect  of  the  importation  of  unauthorised  mammals  and  I 
consider  that  the  risk  of  outbreak  of  Rabies  being  imported  to  this  country, 
through  the  agency  of  ships  using  small  ports  such  as  Teignmouth,  cannot  be 
ignored . 

Copies  of  this  Report  are,  of  course,  sent  to  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security,  but  on  no  occasion  has  the  Report  brought  any  reply  or 
comment  from  that  Department.
